3. One hundred military vlanes, transvorted by reil from Manchuria, heve been 
assembled by 100 Soviet technicians who wore Chinese Communist Arny 
uniforms. These planes are now eamowflaged and ready for use at White 
Cloud Airfield, Canton. 


4, The Chinese Conrunists are constructing duvlicate bridges on the railroads 
and highways north and south of Shihlung (113-51, 23-07) for use if the 
present bridcds are destroyed.
